Efterday the new Regiment of Don Gre- 
gorio 2’ Aquino went on Board fome Tar- 
tans, and to Day another Regiment em- 
bark’d likewife, to be tranfported to Bar- 
celona, under Convoy of two Privateers, 

in one of which is the Prince of Petagna, whom the 
Council have banifh’d to Melilla in Africa, for hold- 
ing a Correfpondence with the Enemies of the Crown. 
The other 6 new Regiments that are to be form’d 
out of the Militia of this Kingdom, will eer long 
be compleat: The Cavalry thathave been quarter'a 
inthe Country fome time, return’d hither Yefterday, 
and at the Inftance of the Duke @’ Atri Vicar Gene- 
ral of the Abruzzo, fome Troops of them are order’d 
to march to that Province. 
From the Bruffels Gazette, dated July 14. 
Madrid, June 24. The King has conferr’d the Ti- 
tle of Marquis de Mianas, upon Don Thomas de 
Pomar, Councellor in the fupreme Council of Ar- 
ragon. His Majefty has given the Command of the 


Regiment, call’d the Yellow Regiment, to the Mar-— 


quis of Torrecilla. Don Miguel Ladron de Gueva- 
ta, is made Alcaide of the Court of Navarre. The 
Regiment of Spanith Guards commanded by the 
Count d’'Aguilar, and that of the Flemith Guards 
commanded by the Duke d’ Havre, are to return hi- 
ther, to attend the King’s Perfon as his ordinary 


Guard ; and are to be recruited to 1000 Men each. 


The Governour of Pampelona who had been fome 
time at this Court, is by Order of the King return’d 
thither: We have receiv’d Advice that the Marquis 


de Leganez is arriv’d there. The Perfons principally — 


concern’d in the Confpiracy lately difcover’d at Gre- 
nada are brought hither, among them Father Fran- 
cifco Sanchez, and fome other Clergy-men that are 
fufpected of having had a hand in that Plor. They 
will be tried by their proper Judges. Some of their 
Accomplices have been executed at Grenada. The 
Letters from Eftramadura advife, that the Earl of 
Gallway has put his Troops into Quarters in Portu- 
gal ; And thofe from Ciudad Rodrigo fay, the Mar- 
quis das Minas has put his Forces into Pennamacor 
and other Places thereabouts ; becaufe of the excef- 
five Heats. It was ramour’d fome Days ago, that 
the Enemy’s Fleet had appeat’d in fight of Cadix ; 
but there was no Ground for it, and we have no 
News of their having been feen yet upon the Coafts 
of Spain. However, the Governour of Cadix takes 
all neceffary Precaution, to fecure that Place and the 
. Neighbouring Coaft, from being infulted by the 
Enemy.

Madrid, June 26. 2000 Foor arriv'd lately at Bar- 


celona from Naples: They are to ftay there till 
tis feen where the Storm will fall with which we 
are uireatened by the confederate Fleet. The 4000 
Men which the Bitates of Galicia have undertaken 
to raife for the King’s Sexvice, are to be divided into 
8 Regiments of 500 Meneach: Thefe Levies are 
begun with Succefs, and-‘tis pretended they will 
be compleat by next Month; and alfo the other 
Troops that are raifing in other Provinces of the 


Kingdom. The Marquis de Leganez is confin’d in 


the Caftle of Pampélona. ’Tis the Opinion of many 
People, that the Confpiracy that Nobleman is charg’d 
‘with, is nothing bur a Pretence for fecuring his Per- 
fon, upon a bare Sufpicion of his being well atfected 
to the Houfe of Auftria; the rather becaufe we hear 
no further talk of the many Perfons faid to be come 
hither from Portugal, under Colour of Deferting, to 
affift in the Execution of that Confpiracy. 
From the Leiden Gazette, dated July 16. 

Bergamo, July 3, The firft Inftant there was an 
Engagement in fight of this Place, between a Party 
of German Horfe and the Spanith Foor that march’d 
from Palazzuolo, under General Toralba and the 
Count de Louvignies, to retire to Leco by the way 
of our Mountains: In the firft Shock about 12 or 14 
Menfon both fides fell, but the German Horfe were 
oblig’d to retire ; which gave the Spaniards Time to 
march by the Way of Lazaret, and pof themfelves 
on a Hill. Towards che Evening, arriv'’d 3000 more 
German Hoxfe, who purfu’d the Spaniards wich all 
Expedition, whilft another Detachment went about 
by our Suburbs Weftward, with defign co furround 
the Spaniards. They were pofted 7 or 800 Paces 
Northwards from our Walls: The Germans atrack’d 
them, bur were oblig’d to give back 5 or 6 times, 
by the great Five made upon them : About Midnight 
the Imperial Foot having join’d their Horfe, the Spa- 
niards were again attack’d, with fo great Vigour, 
that General Toralba was forc’d to yield himfelf Pri- 
foner of War, with 4 or 500 of his Officers and Sol-. 
diers. The Count de Louvignies fled to our Moun- 
tains with the reft, and thence into the Milaheze. 
The Imperialifts are gone to Palazzuolo with their 
Prifoners and a great Booty, with Defign to attack 
oe Caftle there, in which the Spaniards left but 200 

en. 

Milan, July 4. Part of the Imperial Army under 
Prince Eugene is advanc’d to the Adda, and has taken 
Poft at Canonica; while another Body is march’d to 
Soncino, to endeavour to feize the great Magazines 
the French have laid up there. We are very appre- 
henfive Prince Eugene will. come hither, and the 
Prince of Vaudemont our Governour General has 
already caus’d 5 of the Gates of this City to be wall’d 
up, and has pofted fome Militia Troops to guard the 
others, waiting fer che Succours the Duke of Ven- 
dome is bringing fgom Piemont. A Report is juft 
now {pread, that the Imperial Army under Prince 
Eugene has pafs’d the Adda at Canonica. 

From the Amfterdam Gazette, dated Jaly 14. 
Sluys in Flanders, July 9. Two Days ago 5 Galleys 
of Dunkirk and Oftend, with 30 Rowers in each 
and 200 Land-Soldiers, came to make a Defcent u 
on the Ifland of Cazand, or the Country of Walke- 
nen ; but the Enemy perceiving the Inhabitants were 
ptepar'd to receive them, they retic’d without at- 
tempting any thing. 


This Day came in Her Ma- 
jefty’s Ship the Centurion, and under her Convoy 
a retaken Ship from Jamaica, laft from Dartmouth, 
There came in alfo three Dutch Men of War, to Con-
